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State approves historic district

Wilmington's Center Village 
Htistoric District has been 
unanimously approved by the 
Massachusetts Historical Commis- 
sion for inclusion into the National 
Register of Historic Places. The 
town's application will now be 
reviewed by Department of Interior 
in Washington D.C. for final 
approval, * 
The district covers the area 
surrounding Wilmington Town 
Common and runs from Adams 


Street down Middlesex Avenue and 
Church Street to Wildwood 
Cemetery, The 110 acre area 
encompasses 33 buildings and sites 
including the town pound and old 
cemetery, 

"I'm delighted about. it," .said 
Dorothy Lafionatis, a veteran 
member of the local historical 
commission which worked over 
severg rs {0 gain. recognition for 
the district. Lafionatis pointed out 
that the state's aggeptance. usually is 


“a sure thing” for towns applying 
for the National Register. 

Along’ with Lafionatis, there are 
six other members on the 
commission, They are Chairman 
Carolyn Harris, Kevin Backman, 
Jim Murray, Jean Rowe, Jean Ryle 
and Frank West. 

According to Harris, commis- 
sioners felt confident they could 
succeed with their application 
mainly because of the number of 
18th and 19th century homes in the 


district and the number of schools as 
well. These include the Buzzell 
School, the Swain School and the 
William Blanchard Jr. House. Of all 
the buildings within the area, 21 are 
owned by private citizens, Once the 
district is placed in the National 
Register, private owners with 
income producing property are 
eligible for federal tax incentives 
and rehabilitation aid. There are 
also grants available for historic

Nineteen ninety-one was a year of 
upheaval throughout the world. 
From the Persian Gulf Conflict in 
January to the wrath of Hurricane 
Bob and economic woes at home to 
the dismantling of the Soviet Union 
in December, people all over the 
world struggled to cope. 

Events in Wilmington paralleled 
what was happening on the national 
and international scene. 
Locally,1991 was a year dominated 
by the budget. Throughout the year, 
new Town Manager Michael Caira 
met with fincom members, 
department heads; and state 
legislators in an attempt to bring in 
a balanced budget with few if any 
layoffs. Thanks to town unions, 
which agreed to a salary freeze for 
1992,. and some innovative 
approaches to reductions, Wilming- 
toh was finally able to balance its 
lean budget at year's end. 

A record number of Wilmington 
citizens lost their jobs as companies 
folded or streamlined _ their 
operations, and trimmed staff. 
Fellow residents met the challenge 
and collected canned goods, 
clothing, toys and money for local 
families in need: They also put their 
foot down on extra expenses, 
effectively stopping a proposed 
sewer line for the castern- part of 
town and condemning raises and 
higher Sewer rates proposed bythe

Local volunteers 

While local citizens tightened 
their belts, they also proved the old 
adage, "When the going gets tough, 
the tough get going." Volunteers: 
filled the void left by severe budget 
cuts at town hall, the library, and in 
the schools. Residents followed the 
lead of Lorraine Kalil and gave of 
themselves for the renovation of the 
Barrows. Auditorium. They 
contributed almost $30,000 to the 
Project as well as their time and 
talent in a two week Celebration of 
the Arts. Volunteers also made’ the 
Fun Zone .Playground a reality, 
continued their fight for the 
environment and helped Wilm- 
ington recycle, raised $12,000 in a 
Walk for Freddy, welcomed 
exchange students into their homes, 
and planned and carried off a Hero's 
Welcome Dance for Wilmington 
Desert Storm Veterans. Industries, 
too, gave genérously, coming up 
with $23,000 for traffic signals and 
donating dollars and surplus 
equipment and supplies to local 
schools. 


School scene 

The past year was a real roller- 
coaster ride for the Wilmington 
School Committee. Committeemen 
grabbed most of the headlines with 
their yo-yo votes, reversing 
themselves on. at least six major 
decisions, including ratification of 
the teachers’ contract; retaining the 
gifted program, teacher Christine 
Kelley, and four directors; and 
reducing bus fees for the band. The 


“school board went head to head with 


the teachers association over the 
RIF policy and butted heads with 
each other over a number of issues 
resulting in four to three votes. On 
the plus side, Wilmington High 
received its accreditation in May, an. 
extended day care program 
received the board's blessing, a

Other boards also made noise in 
1991. The housing authority 
continued in-fighting as the WHA's 
management rating took a nose dive 
then was upgraded in April and 
members sought an accounting of 
all the board's funds. With a change 
in membership, things ran more 
smooihly and the executive director 
began tackling a list of priority 
items for Deming Way. ~The 
planning board is currently 
weighing the inclusion of Tri-Party 
Agreements in its regs whilé the 
Conservation Commission con- 
tinues its crackdown on impacts to 
local wetlands and the town's water 
supply. The board of health 
continues enforcing strict policies 
on septic systems, vicious dogs and 
illegal dumping. After a proposed 
commercial subdi 
Ainsworth Road was denied by the 
planning board and the state, health 
officials went after two property 
owners on that road in an effort to 
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clean up an alleged landfill, spilled 
oil, and other debris. 

Water and sewer commissioners 
are licking their wounds after a 
telling vote against a new sewer 
trunk line. The historical 
commission and the permanent 
building committee, in comparison, 
are toasting their success with the 
Centre Village Historical District 
and the completion of the high 
school renovation project. The 
newly formed Elder Services 
Commission will. now have its 
meetings televised. The 
redevelopment authority continues 
{0 pursue improvements at town 
center and roadway improvements 
by Wilmington Plaza. 

Political scene 

All incumbents but one were 
returned to office in the April 
election. Shawsheen Tech School 
Committeeman Kevin Sowyrda lost 
his s to newcomer Michael 
Smith. Former Selectman Michael 
McCoy pulled out of the selectmen's 
race two weeks after being indicted 
on assault charges, 

Town officials were successful in 
pushing several articles at three 
town mectings in April, June, and 
December. Included among the 
articles were the adoption of a 
quarterly tax bill system, the sale of 
surplus land, and.a-new way to fund 
sewer projects. The town manager 
proposed a six point plan to fund 
capital needs during his budget 
presentation last January 
Neighborgpraised their voices in

A Superseding Order of 
Conditions ‘is being issued to 
Robert Scarano, trustee of 
Duodena Realty Trust, for the 
development of two homes off 
Woburn Street, The order is being 
issued by the Department of 
Environmental Protection 
following a review of the 
controversial project. 

Scarano first fited an application 
with the Wilmington Conservation 
Commission in September 1990, 
According to Conservation 
Administrator Eileen Chabot, the 
board was deadlocked in its 
decision to issue an order of 
conditions for the project. Chabot 
said while some members felt a lot 
of money’ had Seen invested in 
engineering and the applicant had 
done what was necessary to make 
the»project workable, others feared 
the project's impact on nearby 
wetlands and the Brown's Crossing 
wellfield. Chabot said she and some 
members had concern’ that 
additional nitrates would flow 
from the septic systems into the 
wetlands. 

After a three to three vote in 
September, 1991, the whole matter 
was turned over to DEP for 
resolution. 

Scarano proposed building homes 


on two approximately one acre 
vacant lots on the west side of 
Woburn Street. The project covers 
the construction of two homes and 
allotted driveways, subsurface 
sewage disposal. systems, and 
grading. The developer proposes to 
alter 4,184 square feet of 
bordering vegetated wetlands and 
provide a 76,000 square foot 
replication area, 

In the December 19 letter from 
the DEP to Scarano, Regional 
Engineer Sabin Lord Jr. said “it is 
the department's opinion that with 
proper mitigating measures the 
Proposed project should be 
allowed," He went on to say that 
the project does meet. the 
requirements of Title V septic 
regulations and does have the 
conditional approval of the local 
board of health. However, said 
Lord, the board of health did base 
its review on an earlier set of plans 
and not the revised set referenced 
in the Superseding Order of 
Conditions. 

Chabot explained she will bring 
DEP's decision on the project 
before her board at its January 8 
meeting. She added the commission 
could appeal the decision in which 
case the matter would go before a 
judge for a judicatory hearing.

Preventing 
winter injuries 


Take New England winters, add 
sports and a dash of carelessness, 
and. you have .a, sure fire 
prescription for broken bones. 
Winter. injuries are plentiful ‘in 
sports like skiing as well as normal 
daily walking, according to Tetsuto 
Numata, M.D., an orthopedic 
surgeon at Winchester Hospital. 

Ski injuries come in three classes: 
minor aches and pains of .a 
decoditioned body, more serious 
injury of the ligaments and various 
types of fractures. Both novice and 
seasoned skiers can_ trigger 
problems by going too fast, or by 
hitting bumps and ice patches. 
"Being a better skier-does not 
necessarily imply you're protected 
from injuries," says Dr. Numata. 
"In fact, if you're a better skier, 
your injuries are sometimes worse. 
The better the skier; the more 
dangerous path they'll take.” 

While most people don't see a 
doctor for sore, overused muscles, 
physicians do see cartilage tears and 
many tibia fractures - a frequent 
occurrence among skiers. This 
happens “when the lower leg is 
bound and the upper leg can twist - 
and when it twists, bones break in 
the lower leg. "Most of the time you 
can treat them without surgery by 
putting cast on them. Occasionally 
however, you do have to operate, 
put a metal rod in the bone, or fix it 
with screws and plates," Dr. 
Numata explains. 

Can winter injuries be prevented? 
Skiers should be cautions and 
"watch-out for those ice patches and 
bumps - it's common sense you just 
have to condition yourself prior to 
taking on a sport like skiing, stretch 
yourself well, and start out slowly if 
it's your first time on slopes all 
season.” 

Even those who aren't spots 
minded can easily slip on the ice

through normal daily walking 
activity. legs, hips and wrists are 
frequently targets for sprains and 
breaks, and because. of osteoporosis, 
women seem to experience a higher 
incidence of "Colles" fractures 
(broken wrists). . 

"Even if you are in good 
condition, I don't feel there's too 
much you can do to actually protect 
yourself once you start to lip," Dr. 
Numata points out, "However, keep 
yourself in good physical shape, and 
don't go out in the middle of snow 
or ice storms if possible. Pay 
attention to where you plant your 
next footstep. When falling, you can 
do more damage by stiffening your 
body. The best thing you can do is to 
cushion your fall by keeping body 
and joints flexible. In other words, 
Dr. Numata emphasizes, "Don't fall 
like a brick."

Good politicians never look back. Their attention is 
always distracted by a future campaign, and often enough, 
the political necessity to raise lots and lots of money cvery 
chance they get. So while Americans reminisce and the 
brightly lit ball descends in Times Square Tuesday at 
midnight, all the self-respecting pols will huddle with their 
inner citcles deciding exactly when to pull papers for the 
new year's elections and who to hit-up f6r some more 
dough. 

Here's what they might be thinking as youthful Dick 
Clark declares the birth of 1992 and the rest of us are 
blowing our horns: * 

Senator Pat McGovern will still be counting the tons of 
cash she raised at her recent mega-fundraiser at Maison 
Robert, Boston's priciest and best known’ French restaurant. 
Having spent a quarter-of-a-million dollars to beat off a 
little-known Republican challegger in 1990 — yes, $250,000 


for a $30,000 a year job — she has to-get those coffers 
filled to the brim again with no time out for a champagne 
toast. The rumor mongers on Beacon Hill, always in 
abundance. this time of year with plenty of loose lips among 
them, say McGovern will be deciding very shortly on 
whether to seek another term in the Senate, where she holds 
the purse strings at the Ways &nd Means committee, or make 
her first bid for the U.S. Congress. Redistricting will be 
finalized shortly and many are expecting the creation of a 
new Merrimack Valley seat, very accommodating to 
McGovern who is one of the better known state legislators 
in the valley. 

If McGovern seeks re-election, one of her colleagues in 
the lower house has already formed an exploratory 
committee to challenge her. Billerica State Representative 
Brion Cangiamila, one of the rising stars in the G.O.P. 
freshmen ranks, has been urged by Governor Weld to 
challenge McGoverm and would be sure to run if the senator 
opts for a congressional bid. 

Wilmington's two Republican state representatives, 
Marianne Brenton and Rob Krekorian, enter the new 
year with a good deal of political clout. Though the hazard , 
of being a freshman rep is that you're vulnerable at your 
first re-election bid, the flip side of that coin is that it's hard 
for a challenger to blame the world's problems on someone 
who's been if office-for just shy of two years. The key to 
these things is to maintain a high profile and solid 
constituency work. Brenton and Krekorian have both 
succeeded here, while establishing some carly clout on the 
Hill. Brenton was appointed by Governor Weld to the 
commission proposing ‘fundamental changes in public 
education while Krekorian landed plum appointments to the 
Criminal Justice and Public Safety, committees, unusual for a 
freshman member. 

In the Wilmington local government all cyes are focused 
on the selectmen and school committee races. With 
Selectman Bob Doucette's all-but-announced retirement, 
Housing Authority Chairman Tom Siracusa is set to run 
and reportedly will announce on January 10, Chet Bruce 
is. expected to seek re-election and is not considered 
vulnerable, leaving Siracusa and. Tony Capuano in what 
may be a hard-fought contest for the open scat. 


Capuano impressed politicos last year with his strong and * 


surprising second place finish, and in the interim has 
remajned active and highly visible in-the community. 
Capuano may have been trying to expand his voter base in 
town when he joined the Sons of Italy, where he's been an 
active ‘recruiter of new members. The former candidate 
comes from the activist wing of local politics, having 
garnered media attention when he organized residents of the 
Salem Street neighborhoods in opposition to commercial 
truck traffic. Unfortunately, in his desire to get things 
done, Capuano has been known to step on a few toes and 
display a temper which has alienated some key leaders.in the 
community. Perhaps a local version of John Silber in his 
1990 selectman campaign, Capuano's message may have 
been accepted by many, but his delivery rejected by others 


To win in ‘92, Capuano needs to shed the temper and 
maintain a public image of affability. He works the crowds 
_ well and can speak the "common man's. language", 
«something that ‘won't hurt him any at the polls. But stories 
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of candidates’ tempers flaring always spread through the 
local grapevine, costing precious votes. on 

Siracusa, preparing just now for his formal announce- 
ment, is said to be the favorite candidate of Bob Doucette's. 
Doucette shifting his political support-to-Siracusa is the 
housing authority chairman's best hope for victory. 
Siracusa starts as the definite underdog, but if he decides to 
work hard his speaking skills and affability could serve him 
well and close the gap by election day. Siracusa's strategy 
may to sell himself as thé professional candidate". Siracusa 
supporters contend he's been @ sort of U.N. Peacekeeper at 
the housing authority, uniting the waring factions and 
restoring public confidence. 

Being a school committee incumbent in Wilmington in 
1992 should be akin to being a Republican at the polls right 
after Watergate. . Of the thfee incumbents up, only one, 
Andrea Paglia, opposed the whopping $2.7 million 
Depression era teachers’ pay raise, which right about 
election time may trigger massive layoffs to compensate. 
Aldo Caira and John’ DeMarco will be praying New 
Years Eve that people unemployed and fecling the pinch 
(which include just about any living soul) don't go to the 
polls itApril. Caira probably has one of the strongest and 
most traditional voter basis in town politics, but economic 
events will nonetheless force the pay-raise question. Paglia 
can say she opposed the raise, but is still seen as the weakest 


ing-a_controversial tenure on the board_______— 


If Bridget Zukas were to run she'd be a shoo-in, a-sort 
of General MacArthur "I have returned" candidate. Instead, 
voters' opposition choices will include Linda 
McMenimen, Jim Demos and Brad Jackson. The 
challengers would be best served by scrapping those 
traditionally corny school committee ads, like "I love kids," 
"We're here for the children", etc. Who ‘doesn't and who 
isn't? Instead, advertise the salaries of all the teachers and 
right along side, in big, dark, super-bold type, the’ official 
unemployment figure for Wilmington. Then, near the 
bottom list the names and schools of teachers to be laid off 
to pay for the raise. Finish the ad with this still unanswered 
question, written in the largest of type, "What has all this 
done to improve your children's education?" 

At the very Jeast, every town-side worker will throw 
your stickers on.

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Sewer defeat means 
higher costs for users

The recent town meeting in Wilmington turned down a proposed 
sewer service for Park Street residents and their neighbors. There have 
been recent comments aboutthe Water and Sewer Commissioners, some 
of which were not to be described’as fair. No.one has said-anything 
about the probable increased sewer costs that may be incurred by 


Wilmington's residents. 


‘The increased costs can range up to several millions, because of delay. 
Wilmington is now in a different situation than the gne which existed 
when it joined the MDC sewer system. Today the former MDC is 
controlled by an organization, the MWRA, which is facing problems of 


which the MDC never dreamed. 


But first let there be a discussion of the costs of being in the MWRA. 
Compare the costs, for example, of Somerville and Wilmington. 
Somerville has had sewer service for about a century. It has about 
90,000 population, and the sewer service extends to about 98 percent of 


the population. 


Both Wilmington and Somerville are billed by the MWRA on a basis 
of population. Somerville is billed for a 90,000 population and 
Wilmington for a population of 18,000. But in Wilmington at this time 
only’ about 600 homes have sewer service, less than 20 percent of the 
population, Are the circumstances of that billing fair? 


_& Sewer Commissioners are very much aware 


of this problenr. They have been attempting to reduce the average costs 
by extending the sewer service. If they ever achieve 80 percent of the 
homes the town might be in a better position financially speaking. 

The recent town meeting has been viewed as being a "victory" for 
residents of the Park Street area. From’a long range viewpoint this is 
not exactly true. Reported costs to each homeowner was to be about 
$9000, assessed on betterments after the sewer-had been constructed, 
What will now happen is anyone's guess. 

The commissioners, im their planning of the sewer, had to divide the 
town into an "east" and a "west" sewer area. There was good reason, 
that being the flow of the Ipswich River. That river, in Wilmington and 
Reading has been a tremendous "flood plain." To attempt today a sewer 
main in that flood plain would be folly. 

It was that flood plain which caused the commissioners to have an 
¥ and a "west" sewer. This has meant several years of wailing for 
those who would be served by the "east" sewer, an area which included 
the Park Street service. That area, it is now possible, will have further 
delays before there is a sewer service. 

Some voters in the town may remember that the commissioners had 
planned to use the roadbed of the Lawrence - Boston railway for the 
cast sewer, That roadbed was laid about 150 years ago. It avoided some 
of the problems caused by the Ipswich, and as the only route possible. 

It now appears that Wilmington fhight be unable to use that railroad 
bed for a sewer, because it will not be ready to do so before-the second 
track is laid, At this. time there is only one-track on that railroad bed, 


but another is planned soon. 


Crossing the Ipswich for the Wilmington sewer will not be easy under 


such circumstances,

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Indians killed four in 
Wilmington in 1707

The records of the Town of 
Reading show that John and Mary 
Harnden were married on October 
24, 1666. That marriage probably 
occurred in what is now Wakefield. 
The Puritan church of Reading was 
at that time -south of Lake 
Quannipowitt, and about where the 
Wakefield Congregational Church 
is today. 

A few years earlier Reading had 
been called Lynn Village. That 
name went back to the earliest 
settlement of Lynn, in 1630. Lynn 
Village was the western part, 
extending from Saugus to the 
present Andover. Included were the 
present Wakefield, Reading, North 
Reading and the Land of Nod, 
(North Wilmington). 

Nod's name came from ancient 

Woburn and Charlestown. Charles- 
town had transferred land to 
Woburn, called Goshen, which 
includes the south and west of what 
is now Wilmington. North of that 
the land vhad been part of 
Charlestown and took the name of 
The Land of Nod. 
, Nod was the place to which Cain 
went, after he had killed his brother 
Abel. It was, in the Puritan sense, a 
land beyond the domain of any 
church. 

Nod had been surveyed three 
times. None of the surveys fully 
agreed. In 1730 when Nod became a 
part of Wilmington the western 
bound was at the point where the 
kawrence - Boston railroad crosses 
Salem Street. After the railroad had 
been built it was known as the 
Widow Blanchard Crossing. 
~ Lynn Village had a name which 
was confusing to later residents. 
Lynnfield, for instance, fas never a 
part of Lynn Village. 

The Harnden family name can be 
traced back to Herendon, a family in 
Kent, England who - were 
descendants of the old Norman 
-Lords. - - 

It is said that Richard Harnden 
came from England and settled in 
Virginia, but the first authentic 
record is of his settling in 
Providence, Rhode Island, in 1645. 
Two years later he was in Lynn, and 

then later in Lynn Village, a part of

which became Reading. 

While working in Boston in May 
1677 he subscribed to an assignment 
of land, as a petition to the General 
Court for protection against 
intruders. On April 19, 1691 
Richard Harnden took the 
Freeman's (voter) Oath, He died in 
Reading on October 24, 1693. His 
wife Mary, no surname given, was 
probably born in England. 

Richard Harnden owned a ketch 
which was impressed by the Colony 
for service against the French it 
Canada, probably about 1685. He 
had just bought it, and having made 
no profit he "asked for satisfaction." 

Richard Harnden was not 
included, one year after his 
marriage, in a list of Reading 
householders to whom the 
"proprietors" had voted privileges 
of land, timber and commons, This 
indicates he was not then a resident. 

There is a record of 15 acres of 
land being assigned ‘to him on 
December 2, 1672. It is possible that 
the home constructed in North 
Wilmington, at what is now 67 High 
Street, overlooking "The Andover 
Road" was constructed after this 
date. 

"The Andover Road," which dates 
back to 1648, is the present 
Andover Street, Woburn Street and 
Eames Street in Wilmington, and 
led to Woburn and Boston. 

Richard Harnden sold on Sept. 25, 
1682, 14 acres of land to Thomas 
Bancroft for 50 pounds, sterling; 
and for five pounds sterling, a lot of 
meadow to Thomas Hadgeman. The 
Harnden land at about this time 
extended along the Ipswich River to 
what was later "Jenks" (Jenkins 
Bridge) and then along the Lubbers 
Brook. 

The Reading records show that 
three sons were born to Richard and 
Mary; John, August 20, 1668; 
Benjamin April 24, 1671; and 
Ebenezer, June 8, 1674, Hephzibah, 
a daughter died in Reading May 13, 
1688, 

John, the first born became 
Deacon Harnden of the Reading 
church. He married Susanna (no 
surname given) in 1690. 

Deacon Harnden built his home 
about 1,000 feet southerly of the 
home of his parents, and about 500 
feet easterly of the present Marcia 
Road, in Wilmington, A stonewall, 
marking today-the bounds;of-the 
Woburn Street School is about 25 
feet southerly of this site. 

It was in this home that ‘the 
Harnden Massacre occurred, on 
May 12, 1707. The site of the home 
was to be seen, for-many years, by a 
hole in the ground, but that hole was 
filled in after 1960 by some people 
who had newly purchased the 
property. 

Benjamin, the second son of 
Richard and Mary married 
February 18, 1691 Mary 
Elizabeth----. The site of their home 
is in-doubt. They may have lived in 
Goshen, or they may have lived in 
Andover.. 

One report is that they lived 
westerly of Main Street in what is 
now Wilmington, at the end of 
Eames Street, on the site of what has 
been for many years the Joseph App 
home. Another home could. have 
been in Andover, where a son was 
said to have been born in 1699. 

Both of these reports are to be 
doubjed. It is most likely that 
Benjamin and his bride lived with 
his parents in the home on the 
present day High Street site. 

Southerly. about 2000 feet from 
the Wilmington site was an ancient 
volcano, now known‘ as Cook's Hill. 
South of Cook's Hill there was a 
small pond, between the hill and 
The Andover Road. That pond was 
filled in about 1929 when a new 
Main Street was cut through the hill. 
It had been known for over 200 
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years as Squaw Pond. 

There’, one night, late in 1706 or 
early’ip 1707 Benjamin accidentally 
killed an Indian squaw, who was 
lying drunk in the road. 

Liquor had been sold under 
license in Woburn since 1663 but 
the sale was very much regulated. 
However there had been several 
instances in which Indians had 
become drunk from alcoholic 
beverages. 

The Indians of Massachusetts had 
been dwindling in numbers since the 
first settlements. The Abnaki 
Indians, in Maine, and northern 
New Hampshire and Vermont were 
still continuing the French and 
Indian Wars, at the time of the death 
of the squaw. The story of Hannah 
Dustin of Haverhill is well known to 
many. The Indians she killed were 
Abnaki. 

Indians, probably Abnaki, had 
attacked the town of Dunstable. Five

were detached from the way party 
and sent to kill the family of 
Benjamin Harnden. Instead they. 
found:their way to the home of John 
Harnden. r 

On the night of May 12, 1707 they 
chopped a hole through the roof of 
the John Harnden home. Deacon 
Harnden was in Reading, on church 
business. Susanna Harnden and 
three children were killed. 

Abigail Harnden, born in 1692 
was wounded in the back and her 
body thrown into a pond now atthe 
northerly end of Marcia Road. The 
pond was larger than it is today. 

The other children found refuge 
behind a large rock, by the side of 
Marcia Road, today called Harnden 
Rock. They were found and taken 
prisoner by the Indians. 

Infuriated residents, next 
morning, pursued and rescued the 
children,

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Balser wrote a hi 
Boy Scouts in 


(As researched by the late Foster 
B. Balser, ¢ 1988) 

The~-earliest memory of Boy 
Scouts in Wilmington is that told me 
by Capt. Larz Neilson. He told me 
that he had observed Phillip 
Buzzell, one -of the 
outstanding eommunity leaders 
leading a group of Boy Scouts in 
signal practice, with flags, about 
1916, on Wilmington Common. 
According to the National Boy 
Scout Records this was about four 
years after Dr. James West 
organized the Scouts in America, in 
1912. ] 

The next record we have is that of 
Stanley Webber, an outstanding 
citizen of Wilmington. Mr. Webber 
was awarded a membership card by. 
the National Council, dated 1918. 
He also received, that year, a 
citation for selling World War One 
bonds, and_was given a very fine 
medal. 

The next record to be found is a 
Troop One Charter, issued to a 
group of-citizens in Wilmington, 
dated 1923. Named in the 
committee were: Edward M. 
Neilson, chairman; C.H. Hanson, 
Philip B. Buzzell, Alden N, Eames 
and Frank H. Plympton, Named as 
Scoutmaster was Hubert E. Cann. 

It was signed by Dan Beard, 
National Scout Commissioner and 
James E. West, Chief Scout 
Executive, also by Calvin Coolidge, 
Hon. Pres., William H. Taft, 
Hon. Vice Pres., and W. Michado, 
Hon. Vice Pres. 

Your writer moved to 
Wilmington at the age of 14 in 
1927. A group of Scouts came to me 
with a.Boy Scout Handbook, and 
wanted to practice Scouting. 

We started a Patrol, in my’cellar 
on Westdale Avenue. Through the 
dedicated efforts of many citizens in 
Wilmington we now have an 
outstanding Scout organization. 

During the Depression years of 
the 1930s the boys, and men who 
aided made all their equipment, this 
with the very able help of their 
mothers. We made tents, and 
sleeping bags out of grain sacks. We 
made pots and pans from large and 
small tin cans. We raised food at 
home, ‘earning Merit Badges, and 
food for our families. 

The Rev, Arthur A. Simmons and 
Frederick G. Oman were two of our 
earliest leaders, along with Richard 
Rosson. The Rev. Mr. Simmons 
acquired several acres of land in 
North Wilmingtom which: he 
dedicated to the use of Scout 
camping, and it was later called 
Camp Oman. Dudley Buck was one 
of our-most inspiring leaders, in 
Wilmington Scouts, and at Camp 
Forty Acres. 

Richard Rosson served Scouting in 
our town in many capacities. His 
sister; Louise B. Balser served as his 


secretary for a long while. One of » 


our earliest leaders, Roy Iverson 
served with Scoutmaster Frederick 
Oman. , 

Another very fine leader was 
Alfred Swenson. He continued in 
Scouting and later became a Scout 
Executive, in charge of a Council. 

Frank Tuttle was.an outstanding 
leader. He started his Scouting 
career as a leader in the’ Mohegan 
Council in Southbridge. In 1950 he 
came to Wilmington and became 
interested in Troop 56, at the 
Congregational Church in 1958. 
Frank became Scoutmaster of 
Troop 56 in 1974. . 

Frank received the Silver Beaver 
award, the highest award that any 
adult may receive and he received 
many other awards. 

Wilmington has been very 
fortunate in always having many 
other dedicated adult leaders. As T 
write there are five registered Boy 
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town's _ 


Scout Troops, five registered Cub 

Packs and one Explorer Post for 
our young-people. 

It is up to us, the adults, to carry 
on this tradition, and to help our 
younger people to become better 
citizens. 


Foster Balser 


Ade 

In this report, written a year 
before his death, Foster Balser 
shows that he considered himself to 
be “just another Scouter." He was 
too modest. 

Mr. Balser listed many persons 
who were active. in Scouting. The 
writer has- tabulated them, as a 
separate section of this report, 
accompanying this article. 

The writer has a few memories, 
including a few. words that came 
from the lips of the late Stanley 
Webber, many years ago. 

It would seem that when Stanley, 
in 1918 was awarded his citation for 
selling war bonds there were other 
Scouts in Wilmington. Stanley told 
of a group of about 12 boys, one of 
whom was the late Foster Frazee, 
who later was a noted piano teacher 
and church organist. Foster had 
been the bugler for that group, just 
after World War One. 

Stanley was one of about five men 
who received some special 
recognition sometime about 
1957-1967, for having been 
"Scouters." A picture was printed in 
the Town Crier at that time. B. 
Hayward Bliss was honored, and it 
seems that this writer was included 
in the group. Whether or not that 
picture still exists is a question, 

Two persons mentioned by Foster 
deserve a little more recognition. 
Hubert E. Cann, a Canadian war 
veteran, was the Scouter of 
Wilmington from about 1923 to say 
1927, It was he who organized 
Troop One. It was he who 
persuaded the writer's father, Peter 
Neilson, a member of the 
Wilmington School Committee, to 
arrange the use of the West School 
for the Scout Troop. 

That school house had been in use 
by the Mass. State Police, about 
1921, as a barracks. About 1924, 
when the School Committee voted 
to a loan itout for Scouting it was a 
definite shambles, very much 
damaged and with no windows and 
no electric wiring. 

It was Hubert E. Cann -who 
rewired the building and he and a 
fow volunteess repaired it into a 
usable condition. 

Dudley Buck, of whom Foster 
speaks, was another outstanding 
Scouter. Dudley, born on Vashon 
Island in the Puget Sound, came east 
from California to study at M.LT. 
and became a resident of 
Wilmington because of an ad for a 
home for sale in a Boston paper. 

Dudley became a brilliant scientist 
who died at an early stage in his life. 
In Wilmington he was an organizer 
and leader im the Scouts, who could 
sit at a campfire at Camp Forty 
Acres and hold several dozen 
persons, Scouts and leaders, 
entranced as he tolda tale. + 

Those tales were told on the spur 
of the moment, such as the tale of a 
little Irish boy who constructed a 
submarine and then crossed the 
Auantic, to find the Ipswich River. 
He went up that river, still in the 
sub, and discovered a place which 
he called Camp Forty Acres. 

There was only one Dudley Buck. 

Foster was an outstanding Scouter. 

About 40 or more years ago 
Foster heard that a Tewksbury man 
owned some forest land in North 
Wilmington and wanted to give it 
away. 

That man was Everett Daniels,

Foster Balser persuaded the late 
Philip B. Buzzell, Town Counsel 
to draw up a deed dedicating the 
land for the use of the young people 
of Wilmington.

Your child swallows household 
cleaner,.your spouse burns himself 
while'cooking...you find an elderly 
parent unconscious. Would you 
know what to do in these emergency 
situations? Winchester Hospital 
invites you to take the following 
quiz to test your personal 
emergency preparedness: 

1. Your spouse is cooking dinner 
and burns his hand..do you a) put 
ice directly on the burned area; b) 


tub butter on the burned area or c)... 


tun cool water over the burned 
area? 

The correct answer is “'c’. Jon 
Jenkins, M.D. Chairman of 
Winchester Hospitals Department of 
Emergency Medicine, explains: * 

"The best thing you can do for a 
burn is to put something cool - not 
ice cold - on it immediately,” he 
says. "This stops the burning 
process and eases the pain. Cool 
water, or ice cubes in a plastic bag 
and wrapped in a towel, are best. 
And elevating the burned area, if it 
is anextremity, is also helpful. 

"We are seeing a lot of second 
degree burns from microwave 
avens," he points out. "People lift 
the plastic wrap after something is 
heated, and the steam which has 
built up under pressure escapes and 
burns them. Old fashioned remedies 
such as applying butter or tea are 
net helpful," he states. The only 
type of ointment that should be 
applied is an antibacterial salve, 
once the burning sensation has 
lessened, and then only if medical 
attention is not nec! , 

2. Your child swallows a 
household cleaner from a container 
under the kitchen sink. Do you: a) 
administer syrup of ipecac to induce 
vomiting b) call your local hospital 
emergency department or poison” 
control ‘center c) make your child 
drink milk to coat her stomach. 

The correct answer is "b" Find 
and post the phone numbers of your 
regional poison control center and 
Loca hospital emergency 

ent and keep them near 
joa telephone before you need 
them. If your child swallows a 


poisonous substance, call either 
number immediately and be 
prepared ‘to tell them the age and 
weight of your’ child, what was 
swallowed (keep the container with 
you), when it was ingested, how 
much was swallowed, and how the 
child is acting or feeling at that 
moment. If instructed to go to the 
emergency department take the 
container_of whatever your child 
swallowed with you. 

"Do-not routinely give ipecac-to 
induce vomiting,” says Dr. Jenkins. 
“There are certain chemicals which 
can cause more harm if they are 
brought up." Dr. Jenkins also 
cautions parents and grandparents 
to childproof their homes. "Even if 
no children live in your home, take 
precautions, especially with the 
family visits during the holidays," 
he urges. Statistics show that more 
than one third of all cases of 
childhood poisoning from toxic 
medications involve a grandparent's 
medication. This is important to 
remember when visiting 
grandparents since many older 
patients request “easy open" 
prescription bottles. 

3. You're chopping vegetables for 
your holiday dinner and you cut 
your hand so that it bleeds quite a 
lot. Do you a) run the cut under cold 
water; b) apply direct pressure to 
the wound and elevate your hand; c) 
put a tourniquet on your arm? 

The correct answer is 'b.' 
According to Dr. Jenkins, direct 
pressure is the first resort for any 
bleeding. When is a wound serious 
enough to go to the hospital? "The 
old rule used to be if a small cut 
stopped bleeding, it probably didn t’ 
need sutures,” he said. "But a 
laceration may still require sutures 
even if it stops bleeding - especially 
if one the face, where sutures will 
improve the cosmetic result, or near 
joints where movement will keep 
opening the laceration which could 
result in infection. Call your local 
emergency department if you have 
any questions,” he "A.

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Michael Casey's completely cus- 
tomized 1936 Ford Coupe, that 
has been chopped and reshaped in 
every imaginable way. 

Both men have been working 
on cars since their teenage years, 
HowWever, Burnham got away 
from it for a while and Casey let it 
change his life. 

Casey worked on automobiles 
in his driveway from the time he 
was 16-years old. He notes that 
his present vehicle was already a 
hot rod when he was born. 

Cascy graduated from Woburn 
High School with the Classof 
1976. 

“I've always just-fiddled and 
played with stuff and I kind of got 
carried away,” Casey said. 

He admits to being mostly self 
taught, although he has recently 
taken a metal work shop with a 
California auto body man. 

His first work was on a 1957 
Chevrolet, which he started work- 
ing on in 1974, 

As with all of Casey's vehicles, 
including the “36 Ford Coupe, the 
Chevy was street legal and he 
drove it everywhere. 

Casey still owns, that car but it 
is off the road and awaiting a 
facelift as only a customizer can 
give it 

He started to work for Conrail 
as a mechi and welder, but left 
the railroad to start his own shop 
Mike Casey’s Metal Fabricating: 

“T got into this work because I 
couldn't afford to have it done,” 
Casey said 


Besides working on his own 
vehicles, Casey does a lot of work 
on drag racing cars, for some of 
the top teams in the area. He 
claims to have worked on 70 per- 
cent of the alcohol powered 
“funny. cars” in New England. 

At present he is working on the 
Bell Boys vehicle which has won 
the National Hot Rod Association 

* Summer Nationals at English- 
town, New Jersey, with a speed of 
237 miles-per-hour in just six sec- 
onds. 

However, his pride and joy is 
the Coupe. 

Casey bought the car in 1980, 
At that time it had been off the

road for over 12-years. 

He replaced all the floor boards 
in the car and restored it as a hot 
rod. 

“I didn't like the first job, so 1 
completely. changed it,” Casey 
said. 

_ That metamorphis took cight 
years, about 2,600 hours and close 
to $30,000 in materials, 

It also took the help of Farrel’s 
Auto Body Shop and Dave's Auto 
Body Shop, both in Woburn. 
Those companies did the body 
work and the painting. 

Casey-did all the work-on the 
motor whether he had to build a 
part himself or was able to find it 
through nationwide searches. 

He relies a lot on Céffornia 
companies to supply his parts. 

The result of all this work is a 
Porsche Guard Red colored, high- 
powered machine, that can often 
be seen on’ the streets of Wobum 
and Wakefield, That is when it is 
not being driven all over the East 
Coast to various shows from New 
England to Pennsylvania and 
Maryland. 

According to Casey, the cowel 
vent is the only part of the car that 
is still original. 

“When I built this car I took 
the approach that I wanted to get 
it into magazines,” Casey said. 


To do this, he has filled in the 
area of the roof that was once a 
canvas sun-roof and changed the 
doors of the vehicle so that they 
are now reverse open. 

After taking the course in 
California, Casey was able to do 
all the metal work on the car, 
including rebuilding the hood 
from the gull wing style to one 
that opens in one piece from the 
rear, t : 
The fenders used to be in two 
pieces, Casey made them a single 
part of the body. 

He rebuilt the chassis and and 
the running boards and then added 
the rear taillights of a 1988 
Mustang to the rear of his vehicle. 

To power this awesome 
machine, Casey chose a 1957 
Chrysler Hemi, 392-cubic-inch,

eight cylinder, 800-horse-power 
motor. It runs on high t&st gaso- 
line with an octane booster and a 
lead additive. 

As to his original goal with the 
car, it has been featured in maga- 
zines, including the August issue 
of Hot Rod Magazine. 

However, more than that it has 
also been awarded several first 
place trophies for its class as a 
Custom Rod. 

Burnham also worked on cars 
as a tecnager, and became so 
involved that he was racing them 
at New England Dragway in 
Epping, New Hampshire before 
he graduated from Lynnfield High 
School. 

His racing vehicle was a 1963 
Ford Galaxy, with a 427-cubic- 
inch, 425 horsepower engine, that 
was sponsored by the former Nel- 
Nick Ford in Lynn. 

After his graduation from high 
school in 1964, he became a 
mechanic with a South Boston 
company that worked on flect 
trucks. 

Burmham also became a mem- 
ber of the Lynnfield Fire 
Department, in 1963 

However, both careers were 
interrupted in 1965 when he 
joined the United States Air 
Force.“He-was able'to place high 
on the mechanical ability tests and 
was assigned to the motor pool. 


After coming out of the Air 
Force in 1969, he was able to 
retum to the Fire Department and 
stayed there until he left to go to 
work with.a friend and eventually 
form his own company, United 
Plastic Fabric, which makes liners 
for fire engine water tanks. 

Bumham was able to continue 
racing cars until 1967 and then he 
started to become interested in 
racing boats. 

The love for the fast cars dwin- 
died when his present wife Karen, 
first came into his life, driving a 
Lincoln Town Car. " 

Burnham liked the luxury style 
and bought a Lincoln Mark IV. 

All thoughts of racing either 
cars or boats went out of his mind 
when the twins, Mark and Chad, 
both seven-years-old, came along. 

However, in August, 1988 
Bumham saw a 1963 Ford Galaxy 
that was a carbon copy.of his rac- 
ing car and decided he had to own 
it. 

The car Wad been completely 
restored and was being sold at an 
auction block. 

Although it was love at first 
sight, it was not ownership at first 
try. Burnham notes that it took 
three attempts at three different 
auctions before he and the cars 
restorer, John Deli of Hudson, 
could come together on terms, 

Burnham has since found out 
that the major portion of the car 
was restored but a lot of detail 
work was left for him to do. 

Last year year he was able to 
enter the car into the Budweiser 
World of Wheels and found out 
that the work was worth it as he 
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took first place in the Muscle Car 
division, 

However, Casey said that basi- 
cally the car is just a Ford Galaxy 
and not a muscle car in the tradi- 
tion.of a Pontiic GTO or 
Chrysler’s Mo-Par products, such 
as the Road Runner. 

As Casey goes to extremes to 
customize a car, Burnham will go 
to the same extremes to restore a 
vehicle to its original condition. 

This includes keeping the 
blackwalls on his Ford, because 
white walls were an option and 
Not original equipment. 

Burnham notes that many of 
his parts are found in Florida and 
North Carolina. 

The restoration bug has bitten 
Burnham hard, He has rebuilt the 
single car garage on his house to a 
30 foot-by 60 foot garage so that 
he can work on two of the three 
Galaxies he has since purchased 
from Deli. 

Burnham is restoring these 
vehicles on his own, using the 
third car for parts. 

When asked what the price tag 
is on the restoration, “It is more 
than I want to think about,” he
